Regarded as Two Edged Sword. 

Such a situation naturally does not promise 
legislation.

Need of Inquiry Not Apparent. 

The need for further inquiry is not appar- 
ent, As a matter of fact, all the information 
congress possilfy. can need is now in the 
possession cf the committees charged with 
publie lands affairs. In addition, congress- 
men have visited personally regions where 
conservation is required or opposed, and 
should have at least a fair knowledge of the 
subject. Opponents of conservation naturally 
welcome another investigation, since it will 
mean delay in the enactment of reforms. 

President Taft and Secretary Fisher intend 
to perform their duty, whatever the attitude 
of congress may be. The president proposes 
that agricultural lands shall be disposed of 
as such, while reserving for other disposition 
the treasures of coal, oi], asphaltum, natural 
gas, and phosphate contained therein. He 
believes thie may be accomplished best by 
separating the right to mine from the title 
to the surface, giving the necessary use of so 
much of the latter as may be required for the 
extraction of the deposits, 

The surface could be disposed of as agri- 
cultural land under the general agricultural 
statutes, while the coal or other minerals 
could be disposed of by lease on a royalty 
basis, with provisions requiring a certain 
amount of development each year, 


Hopes to Prevent Monopoly. 

In order to prevent the use and cession of 
such lands with others of similar character, 
so as to constitute a monopoly forbidden by 
law, the president desires the leases to con- 
tain suitable provision subjecting to forfeit- 
ure the interest of persons participating in 
such monopoly. Such laws, in the prest-

Veast Bread. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

HE sight of the name yeast on a printed 
page gives some women the ague. The 
minute they read the word yeast in it 
a recipe is rejected, no matter how 
promising it seems. 

In some country families, where the “liv- 
ing” is otherwise good, breads made from 
yeasts never appear, and the best toasts, so 
inimitably good, and the many delicious toast 
dishes, are therefore out of the question. 
Dreary enough, too, is the sick room in such 
families when meal time comes around, : 

This fear of yeast is simply the fear of 
inexperience, and it is often an uncertain ele- 
ment, but is it after all not rather foolish to 
go without a fine food a hundred times de- 
cause of the fear of failing once? 

Yeast or bran is not an insignificant thing. 
It engaged the attention of the great Pasteur, 
as it has the attention of other great scien- 
tists of the age. Yet it has been handled suc- 
cessfully for years by practice! people, who 
know no more of science than they know of 
the inhabitants of the moon. But with wet 
yeasts the best and most experienced cooks 
lose their breads, and not infrequently.

Bread as far as its ingredients 
cerned is one of the simplest of c ed foods) 
but as far as the changes which tha raw ma- 
teriaig must pass through to produce a fin- 
ished loaf, it is dne of the most ‘complicated. 
Great books are given up to a description of 
these changes, so that it is perhaps no wonder 
that an inexperienced little housewife feels as 
if a little four and salt, some water or milk, 
with a little yeast, may be fraught with al- 
as uncertain possibilities as a bomb, 
Will it rise or not rise? Has it risen too 
much, or ought I to leave it a little longer? 
Does that great bubble in the sponge mean 
that it ise spoiled, and shall I go on? 

The difficulty of keeping a sponge at the 
right temperature over night during the win- 
ter months—and @ bread made of hard yeast 
must be set over night—is one that troubles 
many housekeepers, Some wrap their pan or 
pall up in a blanket and resart to other de- 
vices. All worry about this matter will be 
unnecessary if they have a fireless cooker. 
Mix the sponge in a pail or kettle belonging 
to one of these and set it in the cooker over 
night. It would have to be cold indeed if a 
sponge so protected did not rise. Any packed 
box would do as well, an old bread box, or 
any other,

With the compressed yeast, which I do not 
myself commonly use, it is not necessary to 
set a sponge over night, of course. A friend of 
mine who hase studied in one of the best iab- 
oratories in the country learned to make there 
the following excellent and easily made bread. 
. Yeast Bread—Sterilise, by bringing to a boil, 
two cups of milk with two cups of water. 
When cool, but not cold, add one tablespoon of 
fat (butter or lard), one tablespoon of sugar 
one-half tablespoon of salt, and one cake of 
compressed yeast, which has been soaked for 


flour, Knead until the dough is smooth and 
has lost all its stickiness—about ten minutes. 
Let this rise to about twice the original bulk, 
then cut through with a knife

MANY HAVE FALLEN PREY. 


Orgenization Says Hotel Runners Lead 
‘Girls Astray. 


Railroad companies having their terminal 
at the Polk street station are praised in the 
annual report of the Young Women's 
Christian association, issued yesterday. The 
railroads recently have authorised workers 
of the association to meet the immigrant 
trains’ @nd mingle with the immigrents so 
that their wants may be known and they 
may be protected from swindlers. 

The report shows that during 1910 the as- 
sociation’s workers at the station helped 
4.210 women, and that nearly 600 of these 
received food and shelter at the association 
home in Michigan avenue. 

“The associatian's aids are now per 
mitted to go inside the gates at the Polk street 
station to meet immigrant trains,” says the 
report, “and unprotected immigrants are 


turned over to them instead of becoming the. 


prey of cabmen, expressmen, and hotel run- 
ners, who line up along the sidewalk, beckon- 
ing and calling, and often using force to get 
aliens into their charge. 

“The runners wear official looking hats 
and badges and carry time tables, and the 
aliens are easily deceived. Among the fmmi- 
grants are many women and children and 
pretty young girle. The runners greatly 
overcharge them, and, if the addresses are 
hard to find, dump them out on the street, 
where they sometimes wander all night, un- 
able to find their friends or to speak English. 

“Many girls have met a worse fate, and 
never have been found.” 

The report states that about 6,000 young 
women yearly are cared for at the Michigan 
avenue home. During 1911 every state in the 
union and twenty-two foreign countries were. 
represented among these. The home sup- 
plies board and room to more than 300 young 
women. It has 185 rooms at from 4 to $6 
per week and 50 rooms from 80 to $7. 

Much extension work has been done in $911. 
There were 454 factory meetings held, and an 
attendance of 2,770 at the evening classes and 
clubs for girls. The association has caused 
rest rooms to be opened in many factories
